Whatever lifting is done should always 
be with the back upright. To lift an ob- 
ject by bending and then straightening 
out the back places the greatest strain 
on the lower pelvic muscles. 

Get into a squatting position if you 
must lift something from the floor, keep- 
ing the back upright. Place the greatest 
strain on the shoulders and on the arms 
instead of on the thighs or on the pelvis. 

Don't strain at bowel action. It would 
be better to use artificial means of laxa- 
tion rather than strain when the hernia 
is very bad. 

Avoid paroxysms of coughing. If you 
do get a cold, be sure to keep the truss 
or the support on during the coughing 


seizure. 

Most important, however, is this: Don't 
follow the idea that rupture is incurable 
except through surgery.

Rupture and hernia are found in civi- 
lized man in a ratio very many times 
greater than in the primitive native. Our 
civilized habits, entailing little or no ab- 
dominal development, our universal 
overeating and our great number of ab- 
dominal operations make this condition 
as common as the average case of 
stomach or intestinal trouble.

It, during his exploration of our Cali- 


fornia coast in 1542—only fifty years 
after Columbus discovered America. 
Sixty years later, Vizcaino sailed into 
San Pedro Bay on November 26, 1602, 
and named it the Ensenada de San An- 
dres—the Cove of St. Andrew—as this 
great seaman had gotten his dates mixed 
as to the saints’ days of the Catholic 
calendar; and it really was St. Peter’s 
day. In 1734, the famous pilot Cabrera 
Buena, whilst engaged in making his 
celebrated chart of the routes of the 
Manila galleon, corrected this error of 
Vizeaino’s by giving our harbor the name 


of San Pedro—St. Peter, the Bishop ot 


Alexandria in Egypt. 

However, neither Cabrillo nor Vizcaino 
mamed these evanescent isles of San 
Pedro Bay, and they slumbered on in 
primitive peace. Spain began to occupy 
our California in 1769; and presently

prises in civic gardening. 
Now, if ever, the Chambers of Commerce 


are in a receptive mood, men's clubs and 


women’s clubs have been working together 
harmoniously; the minds of many, who 
rarely turn those little-worked organs, the 
eyes, toward anything in the way of public 
service, have been occupied in some degree 
with the thought of how very pretty their 
town is these minds are open to sugges- 
tions as to how it might be made prettier. 

For one thing, the Flower Show has prob- 
ably brought out the strong-points of local 
gardeners. It is easy to see who should be 
on the town’s landscape ‘art committee. It 
is easy to see in what one flower the town 
could specialize to advantage, if it chose to 
do such a thing. 

Here are some public benefits which might 
be worth the consideration of the garden 
club, or of the chairman of the local garden 
section: 

A public rose garden, which need not be 
large, but could be very delightful, one with 
pergolas, where climbing roses make a shade 
overhead, where pillar roses and standard 
roses could be grown as well as the ordinary 
bush rose. 

A public experimental dahlia garden. 

A local botanic garden. Any school could 
begin one, and year by year it would grow 
in value—it need not involve the éxpanse 
of a Mandeville Canyon. Some 600 different 
wild flowers were brought together at San 
Bernardino in the Sturges Junior High 
School. it would take but a narrow strip 
at the side of a school campus to give room 
to a collection of goodly size. 

A local wild flower garden. Arrangements 
could be made now, and the sowing of seed 
done in the autumn. Claremont has a strip 
of land between the Santa Fe and the Pa- 
cific Electric railroads which fairly “hollers” 
for such treatment. 

An out-of-door auditorium, framed in nat- 
ural woodland, where out-of-loor plays and 
pageants might be given. 

A playground that is really pretty, with 
plenty of shade—-a necessity in this climate. 
This playground shou'd have a garden 
nearby, and a chance for quiet play for little 
folk as well as for wild activity. 


Memorial Day Decorations - 
The pleasing labor of decorating for 
Memorial Day exercises is likely to fall on 
the capable shoulders of garden committees, 
and it is possible that a few points from the 
experience of other gardeners may not come 
amiss. 

_ Firstly, before determining upon what the 
decorations shall be, it is well to make a 
tour of nearby gardens, whose owners have 
willing minds and of nearby nurseries to see 
what's available. Often very attractive com- 
binations will suggest themselves of which 
one otherwise wou'd not have thought. Also, 
it often happens that unless one takes this 
survey, flowers which one had in mind to 
use, may be_just past their prime and un- 
available so that one’s preconceived scheme 
is completely thrown out. The survey with 
the open mind obviates this dilemma. 

When the exercises are in a church or an, 
auditorium, and there are children to recite 
or a pageant to be given, it should be remem- 
bered that the interest of the audience will 
center on the participants, and that the 
decorations should simply provide a setting, 
not attempt to be the main feature: also 
that they must in no way interfere with the 
view of what's taking place on the platform. 
A green background (bamboo, eucalyptus, 
or pepper foliage) for the light frocks of 
children and young girls is always a “safe 
bet,” and flowering branches at the sides of 
the stage to frame the pictore. : 


The Venice Show 


Like many communities in which the 


Flower Show is a comparatively new form of 
kurden sport, the Venice gardeners, at their 
show, did not allow space enough for their 
exhibits. 


Many more flowers came in than 


to better advantage. 
As in most communities near the coast, 


‘the flowers grown seemed especially lovely 


in color, and Venetian gardeners had much 
reason to be proud of their show. Very 
beautiful Los Angeles roses were shown by 
Mrs. Jack Slingsby in a vase which suited 
them so exactly that it did one’s eyes good 
to see—form, foliage, color, arrangement 
were lovely, As a flower, the rose, with its 
individual perfectness, is always better seen 
when uncrowded, and a few carry a stronger 
sense of the flowers beauty than a Mass, 
wherein all one can notice is the color. This 
exhibitor also showed some gorgeous Had- 
leys, and took second prize on her basket of 
roses. Mrs. A. Bischoff showed very fine 
Ulrich Brunner roses; Mrs. 0. C. Blakeley’s 
roses were fine; Mrs. J. Wheeler showed 4 
charming arrangement of “Silver Queen“ — a 
rose not often shown, and full of character. 
Mrs. Emma Quandt’s basket of roses was a 
lovely thing; so were Mrs. T. B. Roscoe's 
bowl of pink roses, and that from the Fen- 
wick Shop. The Venice High School took 
first on its basket of gladioli and deiphinium, 
and Wm. Van Slyke, a high school boy. 
showed a very artistic basket of California 
poppies, the basket evidently of home manu 
facture and charming. A Venice merchant 
showed no small skill in topiary work. His 
exhibit was a life-size dog done in ficus 
repens. The Dutch garden, done by Mrs. 
Annie Marks, was interesting; it was as full 
of many kinds of flowers as an old-fashioned 
bouquet. Mrs. Marks’ basket of mixed flow- 
ers and that of Mrs. F. W. McLoughlin were 
good; so was Mrs. Steiger's basket of 

The first prize for a basket of gladioli was 
won by Mrs. J. F. Coomba. It was a hand- 
some basket, well arranged, and containing 
many sorts of glads, although Mrs. F. Jor- 
dans gladioli were, as individuals, much 
finer specimens magnificent spikes of more 
unusual varieties. There were mixed flow- 
ers in baskets, callas and the finer sorts of 
geraniums. Litile six-year-old Grace Roscoe, 
at the children’s table, won attention with 
her “Mary, Mary, Quite Contrary.” A roast- 
ing-pan with handles enclosed this historic 
personage’'s gardening activities. One of the 
handles, twined with green, was the garden 
gate, flanked each side with a tiny five-inch 
cypress. The “garden” was of small roses 
stuck in the sand so closely they made a 
fine showing, while individual blossoms of 
Agathe, standing as if they were sunflowers, 
were the “pretty maids all in a row” and the 
temperamental Mistress Mary (a small china 
doll) stood guard at the far end of the gar- 
den, rake in hand. 

Mrs. Alfred Tester was chairman of the 
garden section, and she and her committee 
deserve much praise. 


Covina’s Offering 
Covina is blest with notable gardeners 


and, judging from the flower show held 
lately, its gardens are a joy and pride. Be wu- 


tifally grown were all the flowers exhibited. 


There were many not often seen at flower 
shows, such as Copa de Ora, Bauhinia pur- 
purea, and the striking Erythrina Crista- 
Galli in nen Thorpe’s fine collection. Mrs. 
Chapman among many other things, showed 
some charming flowering pomegranate and 
interesting forms of melileuca. The flowers 
were especially well posed. Covina garden- 
ers use, for covering their tables, a dark 
building paper which makes a most effective 
setting for the bright colors of the flowers 
and shows no stain from water. Mrs. 
Aschenbrenner exhibited splendid pansies-— 
like those which took the prize at Pasadena: 
Mrs. W. P. Nye (Myra Nye) demonstrated 
that she could grow pansies as well as doing 
a few other things, including departmental 
editing on the Los Angeles Times. There 
were vety lovely baskets and notably fine 
roses. Mrs. J. D. Bixby had many beautiful 
exhibits one would like to see her garden 
whence they came, Among the many lovely 
reses were “Sunbursts,” from Mrs. Bristow, 
some fine pink Radiance grown by Mrs. H.
